NECURITIES controlling the $3,- 

7 000,000,000 railroad empire built 
up by the Van Sweringen brothers 
have beer acquiged from George A. 
Ball of Muncie, Ind., by Robert R. 
Young, Frank F. Kolbe and Allan 
P. Kirby, all of New York and com- 
paratively unknown in high finance. 
The securities are those of the Mid- 
america corporation which Mr. Ball 
bought at auction two years ago for 
so | $3,121,000. The price paid by the 

New Yorkers was $6,375,000. The 
Muncie man, however, does not 
make a personal profit from the 
transaction for he had placed Mid- 
america with its holdings in a char- 
itable fund.
